Manila at last! Queen city of the

Still hug- 
ging to its breast the delusion that a 
semi-Malaysian race could be appeased 
by shoxv of philanthropy, the govern- 
ment at Washington decreed that, de-

or xvould be hostile, and the privileges 
denied by them to American troops 
were by the American troops accorded 
to them. Cximing and going at xvill 
through our lines, they studied our

Anyone could see the war was 
sure to come — even those who strove to 
banish .nlann and reassure an anxious 
nation. .Vnd xvhen the call to arms 
should sound, dutx’, honor and laxv 
xvould demand each soldier’s instuni 
answer on the battle line; then xxho xvas 
to care for the xx-oinen? The verx* serv; 
ants in each household, it was knoxvn, 
xx'ere in most cases rcgularlx* enrolled 
in tha insurgent army. The crowded 
districts in the eit\-. the nipa huts sur- 
rounding the xvealthx' homes in the 
suburbs sxvarmed xvith Filipino soldierx* 
in the garb of peace. Anns and ammu- 
nition, both, were stored in the grea* 
stone churches. Knives, bolos ami pis- 
tols xx'cre hidden in ever_v house. 
Through the clerg^v. in some instances, 
uml foreign residents in others, the 
*tateinrn.t was set afloat that every 
American officer’s residence was inappeil 
.md marked, that the Tagals xvere told 
jff bx* name — so manx* for each house in 
proportion to the number of American 
inmates — and dax' after dax*. axvaiting 
the signal for their bloodx* work, xvere 
natixe tievotees greeted xxith servile 
bows and studied the habits of the of- 
ficers thex* were designat-e<l to fall upon 
in their .sleep and slay without inercx*. 
Ex’en xvonieii and children xx-ere not to 
be sjtared; and manx* a xvonian, hearing 
this grexvsome storx*, trembled in her 
terror. For a time, in dread ot this nexv 
peril, Nita Frost almost ft. rgot the 
other: but not so !\largrret. She 

scoffed and scouted the rumor of Fil- 
ipino outbreak. She laughed at Frost, 
xxho all too evidentlx* believed in it and 
was in hourl3- trepidation. He begged 
that the guard at his quarters might be 
doubled, and xvas totally unnerved 
xvhen told it might even kave to be re- 
duced.

When the sisters drove, 
their nutt3' little Filipino team flashed 
through the lanes and streets at top 
speed, the springy victoria lioundiug 
at their heels to the imminent peril ot 
the eoekaded hats of the duskx* «*oacr 
and footman, if not even to thi; seats of 
those trim, xvhite-< oated. hig-buttonef?. 
top-booted, impassive little Spanisl; - 
bred servitors. The carriage stopped 
onlx' at certain designated points, uml 
only then when a group of officers stood 
readx' to greet them. Not once had they 
been menaced bx* anyone nor aj>- 
proached 1x3- any man ex-en faint l\* re- 
; sembling j>oor Ijatrobe: and Witchie 
Garrison xx*as beginning to take heait 
and look upon that threatening letter 
as a mad piece of “bluff.” xvhen one day 
the unexpected happened.

Thousands of 
stampeded pigs, goats and chickens 
have taken refuge in the Sierras and 
become self-.su pporting enough to de- 
fy recapture. 1‘ractice has also im- 
proved their speed. Barnyartl fox/1 
have turned into xx'ood birds and pa-s 
the night in almost inaccessible 
roosts — the top branches of tall for- 
est trees, shrouded by a mantle of 
tangled vines. The Spanish settlers 
who imported pigs from .Andalu.«ia 
and .Aragon would not recognize their 
descendants in the jungles of the Si- 
erra de <’obre. Ordinarx* hunting dogs 
can hardly x*enture to encounter the 
fierce boars that rush at everx* in- 
truder of their lairs and stand at buy 
until their female relatix*es have scut- 
tled into pathless thickets. 

As natural game preserves Ixxth Cu- 
ba and San Domingo hax*e. in fact 
more than doubled their attractive- 
ness since the time when the corapn-i- 
ions of Columbus exploreil the up- 
lands of Santiago and marveled at the 
almost total absence of xvild quadiu- 
peds. Birds uboundod, but there xvere 
no deer in the forests, no foxes, bears 
or badgers in the mountain cliffs. 
There xvere neither rabbits nor squir- 
rels, the 0UI3* indigenous animals l.'C- 
ing the huita, a burroxving rodent that 
.=ecnis to form a connecting link be- 
txvcen the marmots and xvootlrats. — 
ludianapoli.s Press.

FIFTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 

Summary of Leading Event*. 

Washington, April 19. — Senate-— -A 
joint resolution was passed providing 
for the administration of cix*il affairs 
in Porto Rico, pending the appoint- 
ment of officers under the Porto Ri- 
can government law recently enacted. 
The Alaskan code bill xvas again un- 
der consideration, the debate contin- 
uing on the Uansbrough alien miner? 
amendment. 

House — The entire session was 
taken up debating a proposition in 
the naval bill designed to turn over to 
the nax*y the surx*e 3 * and charting of 
the xvaters of Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines. The bill carried an 
appropriation of $ 100,000 for this pur- 
pose. 

Washington, April 20. — Senate — The 
conference report on the Haxvaiian 
civil government measure took up the 
;.*reater time of the session. The -Ala.s- 
kan civil code bill xvas considereil for 
a brief time, and Senator Foraker 
pronounced a eulog 3 * on the late Lo- 
renzo Danford. a representative from 
x)hio. Suitable resolutions were 
adopted. 

House — The entire session xvas 
taken up in discussing the naval ap- 
propriation bill. But little progress 
was made. 

Washington, .-\pril 21. — Senate — Res- 
olutions xvere ailopted calling upon 
the secretary of xvar for information 
us to the alloxvnnces made to army of- 
ficers stationed in Cuba and Porte 
Rii'O and the sum.*; expended in pro- 
viding t(uarters, »*qiiipages and othei i 
con\*eiiienees for them. Consideration 
of the Quay ca.se xvas resumed, and 
Mr. Perkins presented an argument 
favorable to Mr. Quay’s claim to a 
seat in the senate under the govern- 
or’s appointment.

It provides for two bat- 
tle ships, three armored cruisers and 
three protected cruisers. The $545 fig- 
ure on armor xvas stricken out. Other 
bills passed xx’ere: Fixing the com- 

pensation of the United States com- 
missioners in Chinese deportation 
eases; for a bridge ox*er the Big Sandy 
rix*er, Kentucky; for a bridge across 
the Tallahatchie river, Mississippi. 
Eulogies on the late Representative 
Evan E. Settle, of the Seventh Ken- 
tucky district, occupied the remain- 
der of the session. 

Washington, .\pril 23. — Senate — The 
entire session xvas taken up discuss- 
ing the right of M. S. Quay to a seat 
in the .senate under the appointment 
of the governor of Pennsylx*ania. 

Hou.se — The post office appropria- 
tion bill occxjpied the entire time of 
the se.'ision, general debate ending 
with adjournment. 

Washingcon, April 24. — Senate — 
lion, Matthexx* S. Qua 3 * xxas refu.setl a 
seat in the United States senate on 
the appointment of the governor of 
Penn.sx*Ivania 1 ) 3 * a vote of 33 to 32. 
The entire time of the senate xvas de- 
vottMl to debate upon the question, 
manx* of the greatest laxx’xers and or- 
ators in the IMMI 3 * delivering spieeches. 

House— -The Foraker einergenc 3 * res- 
olution to eontinue the present offi- 
cers in Poro Rico in office until th®. 
appointments are made under thff 
civ government- act was adupfexl. 
.About 20 pages of the post offiee ap- 
propriation bill xx*ere clisposeil of, the 
only .substantial amendment adoptetl 
lH*ing one to give extra com{>eii.sation 
to letter carriers xxho work in excess 
of 48 hours a xveek. 

Washington, .\pril 25.- -Senate —

Chicago, April 26 . — In a labor riot 
which occurred at Racine and Wel- 
lington avenues one man was instant- 
ly killed, another severely wounded 
■nd six others sustained slight inju- 
ries. 

The dead man is Fetter Miller, who 
was shot through the head by U.* C. 
Raster and instantly killed. 

There were no other participants in 
the riot save those that were injured, 
and all were arrested by the police 
with the exception of Gibbons, who 
made his esca|>e. 

The fatal shot was fired by Ba.ster, 
who is a superintendent employed by 
the Baker-Vawter ITinting Co. at 1102 
lo 110.^ Mariana street, a short dis- 
tance from where the trouble oc- 
curred. The bullets which struck Mc- 
Guire were also fired from the super- 
intendent’s weapon. His aim was 
true in each ca.se, as but three shots 
were fired. 

The killing was the outcome ot 
three months <if trouble with striking 
laborers. The linn employs non-union 
labor, and three months ago several 
pressmen and feeders were discharged 
Itecaiise they joined the union. The 
as.saulting party consisted of Miller, 
Mctiuire, Pottgetter, Jeekiske and 
(Hbbons. With the exception of Mil- 
ler, all are former employes of the 
firm. Those who were assaulted were 
Ba.ster, Bernard and A’arranton. The 
latter thn-e were on their way to 
their homes from work when the as- 
pault took place.

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION. 

Une Man Killetl. Tw-o l*rul>nltl)r Ka- 
lally liijarcd and Kiarhl Men and 
a Girl Receive Serlonn Injuries. 

Pittsburgh. Pa., .April 26 . — One man 
was blown almo.st to atoms, two men 
received injuries which will probably 
prove fatal, anil eight men and a girl 
rec-eived serious injuries by an ex- 
plosion of several cans of blasting 
powder and dynamite at Larimer, Pa. 
Six of the injureil were taken to the 
AA'est moreland hospital at (ireens- 
burg. I'he others were removed to 
houses near ihe scene of the explo- 
sion. 

The disaster occurretl in a large 
•Jouble frame house which was almost 
blown to pieces. 

The conclusion of the explosion was 
so great that all of the windows 
In the surrounding dwellings were 
chattered. It is belie\-etl that the 
blasting powder and dynamite, which 
was stored in the double house by the 
‘jiinera and railroad laborers, became 
/gnited b3' the explo.«ioii of a lamp.

Little Prospects of Roberts Catching 
the Boers in His Proposed Net. 



They Have Rapidly Diaappeared on 

**te Approach of Britiah Forcea, 
Except at Boahof, Where They 
Have Retaken the City. 

London, .April 26 . — Lord Robert? 
has telegraphed the following mes- 
sage to the war office; 

Bloemfontein, .April 25 . — Dewet- 
dorp was occupied by Chermside with- 
out opposition at 9:30 o'clock thii 
morning. . ■". 

London, April 26 . — The war office 
has received the following dispatch 
from Lord Roberts: 

“Bloemfontein, April 25 . — Pole-Ca- 
rew’s division reached Roodekop j'es- 
terda^' evening without casualties.” 

London, .April 2G. — The war office 
bus issueil the following from Lord 
Rol>erts. duteil Bloemfontein, April 
25 , 3:25 p. ni.: 

“The eneni.v retired from in front 
of Wc|>ener last night, and this morn- 
ing ffeti northeastward along the La- 
d^'brand roail. Their number was be- 
tween 4,000 and 5 , 000 .'’ 

It is now apparent that the chances 
cf Lord Roberts catching the retreat- 
ing Boers in a net are very slender. 
The Boers have cver^-where retired at 
the first pressure of the British ad- 
vance, and the liope that Gen. lliindle 
would be able to induce them to re- 
main at Dewetsdorp until they had 
Im-cii forced to fight or to surrender 
lias In-eii disap|M>inting. 

No j'ttenipt was made to pursue the 
coniniandocs retiring from AVepener. 
Everything now dc{ieiids upon the 
progress of (Ien, French's cavalry* bri- 
gailes, but the^* arc entering u very 
dilficult, hill3' and practicall,v un- 
known country. 

The cavalry ha\-c already- had a long 
march over heavy and sand\- roads, 
and nothing is known regarding the 
condition of the horses. In any ease 
it is now a race lietweeii the federals 
•anil the foect-s of Gen. French and 
Gen. Hamilton. 

The .slowness of the recent inove- 
nieiii.s of the British infantry and pre- 
vious expi'ricnce of the ability* of the 
Boers to move i-apidh* with guns and 
baggage over their own count r\' lead 
to a lR*licf that Lord Roberts’ envel- 
oping operations will fail and will 
have to Ix' repeated farther north. 
.At the most he will jierhaps capture 
some Boer guns and baggage and hur- 
r\' the retreating burghers. 

AVarrenton. .April 25 . — The Boers, 
having l>eiome emboldened, shelled 
the village und the British trenches, 
and it became necessary to give them 
a lesson and to ascertain their 
strength. Monday* night Col. Paget 
placeil several guns on the river bank, 
under cover of the darkness, within 
1,000 yards of the Boer trenches across 
the riier. The horses and carriages 
were withdrawn l>e\'oml range, and at 
dat’break the British opened a hea\*y 
iKmibardnient with shrapnel and l\'d« 
dite. 

'I'lic Boers were taken completely 
l>3' surprise, but the3" replied with live 
guns, including a 40 -pounder, and a 
hcavi* rifle fire was opened at the 
same time. The duel continued man.v 
hotir-s, the Boer-s finally evacuating 
the position with, it is believed, con- 
siderable loss. 

There were no casualties ou the 
British side. During the evening the 
gun.s were safely withdrawn. The 
sniping to-da\' showed that the Boer 
laager had been removed far liack to 
the eastward. 

London, April 26 . — A special dis- 
patch from ITetoria, dateil Tnesila3', 
sa3*s that the Boers have reoccupied 
Boshof, the Briti.sli retiring. 

London, April 26 . — The Lorenzo 
Marques correspondent of the Times, 
telegraphing Tuesda3*. sa3's: “It is 

a.sserteil that the Boers are eoUectiiig 
enormous quantities of jirovisions at 
depots in the Lydenburg district, with 
a view to a final stand in the moun- 
tains. The districts around Johan- 
nesburg and Pretoria are Ix'ing e.xten- 
sivcl3* intrenched. I»eg.sbie’s foundr3* 
at Johannesburg is turning out 700 
shells a day.” 

London, .April 26 . — 'Fhc Times has 
the following from a special corre- 
spondent. dated Mafekingt* Basuto- 
land, .April 25 ; “I rode from Jaiu- 
mersbiirg here, skirting AA'epener, and 
I met (Jen. Brabant's advance guard 
four miles south of AAVpener. They 
rejmrt three successful fights, Satur- 
lav', Siitida3' ami Tuesda3-, with 22 cas- 
ualties. The siege was raisetl. and 
j.OOO of the enem3' retireil along the 
Lad\'brand road within our sight and 
unptirsueil. Col. Dalget3’'s casualties 
are 33 killeil and 132 wounded.”

HUNDREDS WEPF KILLED. 

Cm. Otfa Givoa a Brief .Sccovst ol 

Two Rattle* llrrmtly Foasht 
in the Pliillitpinra. 

Washington, .\pril 22.-~(jen. Otii 
has cabled the following account ol 
recent engagcmenls in the I'hilip- 
pines: 

“Early on the inorniiig of the 7tb 
several htindred Tagalos and Vizayant 
attacked a battalion of the 40th in- 
fantry at Caga^'an, north coast ol 
Mindanao. Our casualties were twe 
killed and 11 wounded. The'enemy’s 
loss was S3 killed and 18 wound(-d and 
captured in the city, besides other 
lo.*'-ses suflFered on retreat. 

“Young reports from Xorthwesterr 
Luzon that several hundred natives, 
influenced by Aguinaido’s bishop 
Aglifiak, attacked his troop.s at sev- 
eral points, and in turn hud been at- 
tacked. Their loss in the attack on 
Batoc on the 15th inst. was; 106 killed, 
and during the entire fighting from 
the 15th to the 17th 33.3 were killed. 
Our loss during the same period was- 
two killed and four wounded. Younp 
has plenty of troops and will havt 
little further opposition. 

“Affairs at other Luzon point.s are 
improving, local presidents and inhab- 
itants of towns giving informatior 
and rendering assistance. Our troope 
are now taking possession of interior 
small islaml.s.’*

|x>litical arena next fall on an indc- 
pi*ndent ticket, but will take chances 
of securing the regular ncinination ai 
Kunsas City. Failing in this, he will 
retire from the presidential race, it 
is claiinetl that the |H‘ople who got 
him into the presidential muddle, see- 
ing how flat his candidacy fell, have 
decided that this is the only waj' for 
him to get out gracefully and have 
advised him to remain uuiet, at least 
for some time j’et.

Over Fortr F'amilie* In llankin 

C«nro1;7, Hl**i**lppi, HnUe Ao 
Bjr the Flood. 

.Jackson. Mis.s., April 20. — .-V relief 
ex|K*<ntion has just returneil from the 
overflowetl di.-^trict in Rankin county, 
anil they report a deplorable condi- 
tion of affiiirs among the inhal^itants 
who have been left homeless by the 
high waters. Over 40 families, nearly 
all of them colored, were found in a 
destitute and starving condition, and 
in several instances iK?ople were found 
oil small islands who had not tasted 
fooil for three day.s. Two boat loads 
of rations were distributed among 
them, and a popular subscription ia 
now iKjing taken for further relief. 

Ou one small island the relief party 
found 40 Xegroes and over 100 head 
of hogs, cattle and dogs gathered and I 
shut off on all sides by the high j 
water. I

— Three persons 
were killed and three severely in- 
jured in a fire early Wednesilay morn- 
ing in the six-story tenement, Xo. 74 
For:;yth street. 

The injnreil persons were burned 
about the face and hands while n:ak- 
ing their esca|K*. 

None of them is seriously injured. 
The house in which the fire oeeurred 
is a typieal Mast Side tenement, four 
fair.ilies living on a floor. 'I'here 
were many thrilling eseafies anil 
brave reseiies by Uu* firemen anil |K)- 
liee. The ehildren who lo.st their lives 
were overeome by the smoke on the 
uppi*r floor lM*fore they could reach 
the window. 

When the firemen siieeeeded in get- 
ting into the top floor they found the 
boilies of the children. All had bi*en 
suffocated, but their bodies were 
hlackcnetl by the flames. 

'I'he damage to the bnililiug was 
about $10,000.
